These municipal campaigns will be 


contested with unusual vigor this year 
because of the leverage they will fur- 
nish in the presidential campaign next 
year, and naturally the principal fights 
will be in the four chief cities of the 
state, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Columbus 
and Toledo. 


Cleveland being the metropolis of 


Ohio, the municipal campaign of great- 
est magnitude will be there. 
Mayor 


Johnson is going to stand for re-elec- 
tion, and the biggest effort ever at- 
tempted will be put forth to defeat 
him. Johnson's defeat will be desired 
by certain Republicans in Ohio to en- 
hance Congressman Burton's standing 
in state politics.

He 
says Sunday fishing will not be for- 
bidden, which is bad news to Siinday 
school superintendents; that set lines 
will not b'e bothered, provided a man 
has a reasonable number, say two, and 
is attending to them. The law says 
that the only legal way to fish in in- 
land waters is by hook and line, bait 
or lue. All set, bob or trot lines are 
tabooed.

Brother of the Victim Exhorts the 


C.-s-.vii tc Avergs the Deed, by* 
the Lynchers Finally Are Foiled. 
Wrong Man Accused of the Killing. 
Excitement In Butte. 


Butte, Mont., May 11. — While at- 


tempting to escape from jail, Harry 
Cole was shot and killed by Patrol- 
man Jackson, and an enraged mob of 
5,000, led by brothers of Cole, made 
an ineffectual attempt to lynch Detec- 
tive Charles McGarvey, the crowd 
laboring under the impression that it 
was that officer who had done the 
shooting. Cole had been arrested by 
McGarvey on a forgery charge, anci 
, was suspected of being one of the two,' 
.bandits who several days ago held up;!' 
the north coast limited on the North-; 
era Pacific at Welch Spur, murdering 
Engineer Frank Clow and wounding 
Fireman Thomas Sullivan. Cole is a 
brother of George Cole, who is now 
serving a 14-year sentence. In the Deer ; 
Lodge penitentiary for the robbery ot 
the Burlington flyer near this city 
two years ago. 


While being sweated in the office 


of the police, Cole, it is stated, defi- 
nitely said that he know all about tho 
holdup of the limited, and made a 
dash from the room and ran down an 
alley leading from the police station. 
Patrolman Jackson, fired, killing Cole 
instantly. An immense crowd imme- 
diately, gathered and, the impression 
gaining ground that McGarvey had 
killed an innocent drunken man, the 
cry went up, "Hang McGarvey." Tim- 
othy Cole and another orother and a 
cousin of the dead man took the lead- 
ership of the mob, and with more than 
4.000 men hastened to the county 
jail, where they thought McGarvey 
was hiding. They attempted to force 
their way thro«i^h the line of officers 
with drawn guns. Inside the jail wer^ 
more officers, armed with rifles. The 
mob secured a long rope from a der- 
rick used in the .construction of a 
building near'-by,1 "and the shout was 
made to down the. officers. 
At this 


point Deputy Sheriff Jack Wyman. 
stopped the leader of the mob and 
told him that McGarvey had left the 
jail and that they, were welcome to 
search the building. This was done, 
no trace of the detective being found.

Doctoring Poor Yard Soil 


r\ESPAIR is too often the. real reason 


why so many yards—both back anc 
front—look remarkably like a de 


serted brick yard or the floor of an 
elephant's ball room. Many of these al 
too numerous eye-sores have had fer- 
vent thought, strenuous labor and loving 
care bestowed upon them during at least 
one spring, only to be followed by 
heart-breaking summer and a jugger- 
naut crush for a finish in the fall. 


Clay in too copious quantities is gen- 


erally the trouble. Without a little sim- 
ple kindergarten treatment a heavy clay 
is a tough proposition for one who longs 
for a little lawn, a few flowers, and per- 
haps just enough vegetables to reawaken 
the almost forgotten 
taste of really 


fresh food from the farm. 


Soil heavily loaded with clay is a slip- 


pery, slimy mess in both spring and fall, 
needing many weeks of warm sunshine 
to bring it into condition to fork or 
spade. 
When it is roughly broken by 


dint of muscle and nerve-racking energy, 
it presents a miscellaneous 
discourag- 


ing mess of clods and lumns on which 
rake, hoe or even roller make little im- 
pression. 


Seed planted in such a chaos will 


strive hard to get a foothold, but be- 
tween miniature cave openings and flint- 
like surfaces, it can make little head- 
way. Feeding rootlets of young plants 
set out in it struggle a bit and give it 
up and human nature follows suit. 


There is a way to remedy this state of 


affairs and it is cheap. For a starter, 
dump the ashes from the furnace and 
the cook-stove on the refractory soil. 
Break up big clinkers with the flat o-r 


the spade; then fork it over and see how 
much better things go.

Here manure is needed. It will sup- 


ply the very vital vegetable and other 
organic matter to absorb, to rot and to 
bind. And to fertilize and improve in 
other ways, autumn leaves, grass clip- 
pings and even weeds when not carrying 
seeds will all help to make a soil to 
grow all sorts of plants. 


All the weeds that are cut around the 


place should be chopped up and buried 
in this soil. Only be sure to cut all the 
seed pods and roots away and burn 
them. 
If you bury either weed seeds 


or roots, they will be almost sure to 
come up. 


Many amateur gardeners 
long for 


some of the rich black soil that they see 
in the woods. 
Well, the right kind 


(dry. loose, friable black leaf mould), is 
all right; but the muck or peat which is 
:ound in boggy or swampy spots, and 
which looks most tempting, is unfit for 
garden use when freshly dug, excepting 
:or aquatic plants. It is tough, fibrous 
ind generally "sour."' It should, there- 
:ore, be dug during the summer, thrown 
n a heap and left for the winter frosts 
o work on it. However, it may be util- 
zed sparingly for immediate use if it is 
rat into deep holes in the garden and 
:overed \vith three or five inches of dry 
oam. 
If this top covering of.loam is 


reqnently worked, it often produces ex- 
client results. 
After one season the 


oam may be spaded into the muck, and 
he result will be an exceptionally rich 
oil.

J he homc-clressmakcr who undertakes to make an up-to-date 


lingerie frock must draw heavily on her stock of patience, for 
its success will depend upon the rmmipiicitv of its small* hut 
effective and dainty trimmings. A few belts of German Val. lace, 
many rows of tucks and some fine shirn'n.cp arc not enough.' 
There must be various kinds of lace, or a combination of lace 
and embroidery, tucks mi the straight and rucks on the bias 
medallions inset and edged with single, double or even triple 
rows of lace edging, insertion intertwined to form a geometrical 
pattern, and for the yoke and sleeves, lace of one weight inset 
into lace of another. On some of the smartest dresses of this 
sort, three sorts of trimming appear and yet the effect is not in- 
congruous or inartistic, and it is the skillful combination of 
fabrics that tests the home sewer's talent and patience 
Many 


women have ceased to attempt the task of making elaborate, 
hngene frocks, for factories arc turning them out in such pro- 
lusion and such triumphs of trimming and tinting that there is 


really little or no economy in making the frocks at home. 


Here are some actual figures in lingerie frocks \ home 


dressmaker bought twelve yards of batiste at 45 cents a. yard 
As the gown was to be made princess and she was slender" she 
selected baby-Irish medallions in a good imitation at 75 cents 
each to form her girdle. 
The medallions were long, narrow 


ovals, and it required eight to form the princess girdle effect 
Ihrcc bolts of German Val. lace, at SI.00 per bolt, were required 
tor making the geometrical figure above the hem of the skirt 
across the bust, outlining the yoke and finishing the sleeves, with' 
a bolt of narrower edging at 75 cents for finishing touches. As 
she was too thin to wear a now-necked dress, her yokc'wa* 
or Trash all-over inset with medallions made of the German Val" 
insertion, pinked put with flat ruchings of Val. edging 
This 


all-over cost her 75 cents more.. Counting shields, small findings 
buttons, etc., her gown passed the sixtecn-dollar mark without 
a stitch ot work. Later, she found that at various of the local 


shops she could have duplicated her dress at the same price 
•without setting a stitch herself. 


1 o-day's drawings show some of the newest models in lin- 


gerie rrocks._ which retail from $12.50 to $25.00. and which will 
offer suggestions for home dressmakers ambitious to show their 
skill in needlework. 


Quite the _newest model is the panel princess gown which 


t-omes m white, pale blue, pink and lavender mercerized batiste 
J he panels are of fine tucks, bordered by German Val lace in a 
duny pattern. 
The sleeves show medallions of guipure venise 


edged with fluting of Val. and the yoke shows a combination of 
batiste ruchings with the Val lace, finished with a guipure vunisc 
medallion. 


Another one-piece frock in mercerized batiste offers a pretty 


decoration in Wall of Troy design between the skirt section and 
the ruffle and across the bodice above the waist line. All these 


in_sets_are of French Val, which also forms the girdle and voice- 
with msets of baby Irish medallions. 


A frock for a slender woman in mercerized batiste has a skirt 


laid in narrow folds and bands of cltiny lace ed^ed with a 
pointed Val pattern. The pointed yoke, reveres and sleeves are 
made almost solidly of batiste guipure, cluny and Val edgino- 


Simplest of all, but very effective, is the little gown made 


entirely of fine tucking and German Val insertion .and edging, 
the insertion being set on in a wavy pattern. A single baby Irrsh 
medallion finishes the deep .yoke, which is made from fine pin 
tucks.
